In the early morning hours of June 29, 
2010, as most were safely sleeping, we experi¬ 
enced one of the worst tragedies in the history 
of the Tampa Police Department. We are forev¬ 
er changed by the senseless deaths of Officer 
David Curtis and Officer Jeffrey Kocab. They 
did everything by the book, even taking extra 
precaution to arrest an individual on a minor 
warrant, who by all appearances was being 
compliant. And therein lies a source of our 
pain; there is no discernable reason why they 
were taken from us. 

We cannot fix this tragedy or right this 
wrong to bring Dave and Jeff back. We can 
however carry forward the lessons and experi¬ 
ences that have been brought to light through 
this tragedy. I have learned that Dave and Jeff 
were fine men, whose lives were well lived. 

The unbelievable strength and grace of their 
loving families have bolstered us all. The 
power and determination that I knew existed 
in each member of our department has been

affected each of you were, I only saw the highest level of professionalism and resolve." ★ 


forever etched into my memory. I saw it in 
each of your faces and I never doubted for 
a moment that we would catch the killer. 
However emotionally affected each of you 
were, I only saw the highest level of profes¬ 
sionalism and resolve. Although there was 
no doubt we had the very best inter-agency 
working relationships, to see it in action was 
awe-inspiring. We owe so much to a myriad 
of deputies, officers and agents who worked 
tirelessly by our sides. A debt that I pray we 
will never have to repay. Through this series 
of events, I have learned that, as strong as 
we believe we may be, we still need to lean 
on each other once in a while. We have also 
been shown through countless examples, 
what an unshakeable and supportive ally we 
have in our community. The depth of their 
support took us all by surprise. 

Each of you is to be commended for 
your professionalism, commitment and 
steely determination in capturing such a 


hardened criminal. To have a manhunt of 
that magnitude, involving so many agencies 
and hundreds of officers, that was so well 
organized and mission driven, with minimal 
complaint, is a testament to all involved. 

The tribute provided Dave and Jeff 
was befitting their sacrifice. The tremendous 
amount of time and effort that goes into 
providing an honorable police funeral, that 
appears seamless, is unfathomable to most. 
To all involved, we owe you a debt of grati¬ 
tude for a job very well done. I could not 
imagine a more honorable tribute. 

Ours is an inherently dangerous profes¬ 
sion. The safety of each of you is a responsi¬ 
bility that I take personally and is my most 
important priority. I remind you to be 
cognizant of and practice solid officer safety 
techniques each and every moment you are 
on duty. In addition, we must ensure each 
other's safety out there on the street. With 
all of this said, we must not lose sight of 


the dangerous nature of our business. 

Now, we must move forward. Even 
though, we cannot change the circumstances 
of Dave and Jeff's death, we must carry 
on their legacy by living our lives as an 
example for others to follow. Our depart¬ 
ment is the finest in the country. We have 
suffered a devastating blow, but our strength 
and resilience will guide us through this 
together. I have always been proud to work 
beside each of you, but never so much as 
I am today.

David Curtis was a mountain of 
a man. He was an exceptional police 
officer who loved putting bad guys in jail 
and serving his community. Those who 
worked with Dave describe an officer 
that gave 100% all of the time. He was 
especially proud to be a member of 
our Honor Guard. His first in line of 
duty funeral was for Corporal Mike 
Roberts. He immediately saw the 
importance of the honor guard 
and the difference it made for 
Mike's family. He was given the 
coveted honor of standing 
guard at the National Police 
Officers Memorial this year. 

An honor usually reserved for 
the most senior of guard 
participants. Ironically, he 
was in Washington D.C. 
to pay tribute to Corpo¬ 
ral Mike Roberts. Now, 
less than a year later, 
the place where Dave 
stood post will bear 
his name. 

Dave was born 
in Mobile, Alabama 
and played football at 
the Harding University 
in Searcy, Arkansas. 

He and Kelly met while 
she attended college 
in Alabama. He was a 
bouncer at a bar next 
to the restaurant where 
Kelly worked. Kelly's keen 
investigative skills told her 
that Dave may be interested 
in her when he began leav¬ 


ing $20 tips for a $5 burger. Dave may 
have been a great cop, but I don't think 
anyone would describe him as a smooth 
operator. Kelly and Dave realized soon 
after they began dating that they were 
soul mates and were married. When 
Kelly became pregnant with their second 
son, she told Dave that she needed to 
come home to her family in Florida. This 
decision eventually brought him to the 
Tampa Police Department, via the Hills¬ 
borough County Sheriff's Office, where 
he served with distinction as a detention 
deputy. 

Dave was the kind of a guy who 
never met a stranger and could talk to 
anybody. Yet, he had a calmness about 
him that resulted in the de-escalation 
of many confrontational situations. He 
was respected for his abilities on the 
street. He was also a personal trainer 
and earned the nickname 'spooner' from 
his squad because he was constantly 
eating healthy foods. He had a passion 
for working out and this is where I got 
to know him, working out in our gym. 

I missed seeing him on Monday evening 
because I had a prior commitment, but 
I was told by the other gym regulars 
that they were all dancing to Michael 
Jackson's Thriller, no doubt egged on 
by Dave. Probably best that I did not 
see that display of athleticism. 

If you had to say what Dave was 
most proud of it would be his boys. He 
told stories about his boys and talked 
about how they swam in the lake, rode 
four wheelers, went hunting and did a 
myriad of other boy stuff. There was no 
doubt that Dave loved his boys with

all his heart, you could tell by the 
way his face lit up as he spoke 
about them. To truly provide a pic¬ 
ture of the kind of man Dave Curtis 
was, his final act on this earth was 
to donate his organs so that others 
may be given a chance at life. I can¬ 
not think of another act that would 
be more selfless.

"When it came to becoming a 
police officer, that was Dave's 
dream. Dave was a cop's cop. He 
loved doing his job and did it well.

Being a police officer defined Jeff Kocab. He 
came to our department as a seasoned veteran 
having served with Plant City Police for three years. 
During his tenure with Plant City, he was named 
Officer of the Month four times and Officer of the 
Year in 2007. To put this into perspective, I have 
been in law enforcement for 26 years and have 
never even been Officer of the Month. I am thinking 
maybe he should have been the chief. By everyone's 
account, Jeff was an amazing individual. Although 
only with us for fourteen months, he distinguished 
himself as a stellar officer through his performance. 
He was accelerated through our training program, 
hitting the street with a passion to reduce crime and 
make our community safe. His squad mates gave 
him the nickname of "Taz "short for the Tasmanian 
Devil, because he was so full of energy and always 
on the go with a mission to crush crime. One of 
his field training officers called him a fire breather, 
based on his unmatched work ethic and drive. 

Interestingly enough, Jeff was an actor before 
becoming a police officer. Early on he put those 
skills to use teaching young kids positive life skills, 
making a difference in the community even before 
becoming an officer. Based on his acting skills, he 
hoped one day to be able to work in an undercover 
capacity investigating narcotics organizations. No 
doubt he would have shined in that capacity as well. 
Jeff was also an accomplished martial artist earning 
his purple belt and well on the way to his black belt. 

There wasn't much Jeff couldn't or wouldn't do. 

By everyone's account, Sara and Jeff 
were made for each other and were seem¬ 
ingly inseparable through the 10 years that 
they have been together. Sara met Jeff 
when she was a waitress and he was 
the headwaiter. Self admittedly Sara had 
a crush on him. Jeff on the other hand 
did not seem to immediately realize that

they were destined to be together, causing Sara to have to take 
matters into her own hands. Even a trained investigator like Jeff 
needs a little help sometimes. 

Jeff served the community, but most importantly he served 
the Lord. As a devout member of Church on the Rock in Plant 
City, he dedicated his time to the men's ministry team and to 
mentoring younger kids in the congregation. He also extended 
his passion for helping youngsters to the paintball field. As a 
member of the Tampa Bay Vengeance, a national paintball team, 
Jeff would take time to coach teenage players who were new 
to the sport. Jeff felt like it was his personal responsibility to 
look after the welfare of others. The many lives that he has 
touched is proof of that. 


When Jeff came to work for Tampa 14-months ago, he was 
so proud to be a Tampa Police Officer. After starting on the 
force, he came home and shared so many stories about how 
well the squad worked together and if back-up was needed[ 
the other officers were right there. Jeff loved the Tampa Police 
Department and while I have had to experience a loss that I still 
cannot grasp, I have also been able to experience the amazing 
unity and support of the Tampa Police Department that Jeff was 
so proud to serve. 

Jeff wrote me a letter before he started his first shift with the 
Department back in June of 2009. I just found it last week. In 
it he said[ "If I get the honor to die in the line of duty know that 
I will be truly sad to leave you; but will be proud to die serving 
my community the best I could7 I take comfort knowing that 
Jeff was proud and honored to die serving the Tampa Police 
Department and the Tampa community. I also take comfort 
knowing that Jeff had a relationship with his Lord and Savior, 
Jesus Christ. I know that he is looking down from heaven right 
now, continuing to be proud of you, the men and women of the 
Tampa Police Department, for being so supportive of my needs 
during this time. 

I want to express my deepest gratitude for your outpouring 
of support and concern for me. It has helped me to get through 
the last couple of weeks. And now I pray that you will be able to 
focus on your duties as I know this tragedy has been heartbreak¬ 
ing and nerve-racking to all of you. I pray that you will be safe 
as you continue to serve the Tampa community.

Your 
hearts have been broken but with a steely 
determination, you have worked steadily over 
the past week to see justice done. You have 
shown bravery and compassion and a resolve 
that is unmatched. 

To Squad 306 and to our treasured Honor 
Guard, we stand alongside you as you stood 
alongside Dave and Jeff. 

I want to thank all law enforcement who 
became part of the TPD family this week. The 
Hillsborough County Sheriffs Office, all Bay 
Area law enforcement agencies, the FDLE, the 
FBI and the Secret Service. Together, through 
unprecedented cooperation you got the job 
done. I give thanks on behalf of a grateful 
community. 

Today we lay to rest two outstanding 
police officers who lost their lives keeping our 
citizens safe. We bestow upon them the right¬ 
ful title of hero. But we also know them as 
a husband, a father, a son, a friend, a brother, 
a cherished member of our community. 

Officers David Curtis and Jeffrey Kocab 
were both just 31 years old. Their lives were 
robust - filled with high energy, a sense of 
purpose, a deep love of family, and a conta¬ 


gious spirit of enthusiasm for a career that 
neither of them thought of as work. 

Officer Curtis was a big man with a big 
heart. He loved his four sons Austin, Sean, 
Tyler and Hunter, and his wife Kelly. He was a 
family man through and through. He served 
our department as a member of our Honor 
Guard. Just last month, he attended a memo¬ 
rial service in Washington D.C. that paid tribute 
to CpI. Mike Roberts, our fallen hero. 

Officer Kocab was going to be a father 
next week. He loved his wife Sara and he 
made no secret of his devotion to her. I 
kidded with Officer Kocab at a Christmastime 
open house that he looked too young to be 
a police officer. Behind that youthful appear¬ 
ance was a very skilled and determined officer 
who earned accolades for his work. 

Officers Curtis and Kocab, their families 
tell me, sought the excitement of "getting the 
bad guys." They excelled as police officers 
and had they been given the gift of longevity, 
would have undoubtedly risen in the ranks 
to leadership positions. 

These two lives were abruptly ended 
during the early morning hours of June 29 
at the intersection of good and evil. 

It may appear to some that evil won 
out that night. But goodness has prevailed. 
Officers Curtis and Kocab embodied goodness. 
You see it in their relationships, their families, 
the goodwill and friendships they easily made. 
Goodness in their zeal to excel as police offi¬ 
cers - goodness in their daily efforts to go 
above and beyond.

These two outstanding officers have 
lived a good life and for that we celebrate 
and honor them. They stand as role models 
for future recruits of the best Police Depart¬ 
ment in the country. 

We rely on our police officers to bring 
order to a community. They allow us to live 
with a sense of security, a feeling that there 
is dependability in our actions and those 
of others. They are our rock. The death of a 
police officer shatters the notion that those 
who protect and defend us are somehow 
immune from the very forces they are pro¬ 
tecting us from. 

The fact is - their job is to confront the 
evils in our society. They do it every day and 
with astonishing steadiness and enthusiasm. 
And Officers Curtis and Kocab were simply 
the best of the best. 

On behalf of the City of Tampa, to Sara 
and Kelly and to all family members, I offer 
my condolences. I have been moved by 
your bravery in the face of such loss. You 
are families of faith and strength and I hope 
you have felt the caring, the friendship, the 
genuine heartfelt love and support from so 
many in this community.

Law enforcement is a unique endeavor, some 
would say it is a profession, while most involved 
would say it is a calling. I would argue that there 
are few undertakings so noble as the protection 
of your community. It is defined by service and 
attracts those who truly believe they can make 
a difference. There are those who question 
why anyone would ever go into the field of law 
enforcement. For those of us involved, we could 
not imagine ever doing anything else. There are 
many who enter into this profession and serve 
with distinction, there are a select few who soar 
above the rest. This is the realm in which Officer 


David Curtis and Officer Jeffrey Kocab operated 
each and every day. Ours is an inherently danger¬ 
ous business. We face the unknown out on the 
street every moment. Dave and Jeff were fully 
aware of those dangers and took every precaution 
to ensure their safety. As zone partners for the last 
five months, they helped each other out of dan¬ 
gerous situations on more than one occasion and 
always had each other's back. In fact, that is exactly 
what they were doing, taking care of each other, 
when what seemed to be a routine traffic stop 
turned deadly. That is one of the reasons that this 
tragedy is so difficult to comprehend. They both 


did things by the book. We understand that bad 
things happen to good people, but it should not 
happen to officers who do all the right things 
while protecting their community. For those 
reasons and so many more it is just impossible 
to make sense of the loss of such fine officers. 

The turnout today is not only a tribute to 
their service in our community, but an acknowl¬ 
edgment of the amazing individuals that they 
were. It is a testament to the impact that they 
have had on their families, friends and the com¬ 
munity. Dave and Jeff defined all that is good 
within our community. 
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...When asked if there was anything that Kelly 
or Sara wanted to convey to the community about 
their husbands, they responded 'please tell every¬ 
one thank you'. Having been through the most 
horrific event imaginable, their thoughts are 
grounded in gratitude. Your display of strength 
and grace over the last five days has allowed the 
rest of us to stand strong. Kelly and Sara were to 
meet for the first time at a squad party this 
evening. Instead their lives were inextricably con¬ 
nected early Tuesday morning. If will and wishes 
could become reality, you two would be meeting 
for the first time tonight, with all the awkwardness, 
laughter and camaraderie that we call the squad 


party. The wounds caused by the death of Dave 
and Jeff will never completely heal and the void 
cannot be filled. To their families, there are no 
words capable of providing sufficient comfort. All 
we can do is pledge our undying support and 
promise to be by your side from this moment for¬ 
ward. For those of us who knew Dave and Jeff, our 
pain is still raw and at times seemingly unbearable. 
We say to ourselves, if we could just have one 
more minute to say goodbye, to let them know 
how much they have impacted our lives, but alas 
that is not possible. All we can do is honor them 
by carrying on their legacy and by leading our 
lives as an example for others to follow. Today, 


we say goodbye to Officer David Curtis and Officer 
Jeff Kocab, but it is not the last day we will remem¬ 
ber their service and sacrifice. Their names are now 
etched upon the police memorial along with the 
other Tampa Police Officers who died in the line of 
duty serving our community. For many generations 
to come, after we are all gone, they will be remem¬ 
bered for the sacrifice that they made. They are 
gone from us today, but their lives and service will 
never be forgotten. God bless you Dave and Jeff, 
may you rest in peace.

Since June 29, 2010, large scaled barbecue cookouts and outdoor 
music concerts have marked more than just the arrival of summer. 
They have symbolized a community coming together to pay tribute 
to two fallen heroes — Officer David Curtis and Officer Jeffrey Kocab. 
From organized sporting events to car washes, the citizens who have 
coordinated and supported these events reflect the philanthropic spirit 
of our great city. 

The outpouring of community support for our two fallen officers 
has been overwhelming and deeply moving. Within minutes after the 
sad news was broadcasted, people from all walks of life gathered at 
the police memorial to grieve alongside the men and women of the 
department. Cards, candles and flowers lined every inch of the monu¬ 
ment. Children left behind stuffed animals and drawings depicting 
the officers as heroes. Across town, businesses donated an immense 
amount of food and drinks around the clock to the officers at the 
command post. Billboard companies throughout Florida, Alabama 
and Georgia donated space for law enforcement to reach out to the 
community. Now, they display a more touching message, "Gone but 
not forgotten." 

In the weeks that followed, the caring and giving did not waver or 
slow down. Everyone, from local business owners to school kids, has 
raised funds for the officers' families. The number of fund raising 
events has sometimes reached six a day, all over the Bay area. Officer 
Curtis and Officer Kocab's comrades worked with a local radio station 
to design and print special memorial t-shirts honoring their lost friends 
and co-workers.

There was 
no hesitation, no second thought, no doubt, only thoughts of the other. "Greater Love has no man than 
he lay down his life for his Brother." 

Dave and Jeff will live on in our hearts and minds; in the many funny stories recounted at roll calls 
and 10-10 breaks.
